Mews of the Siamese Surrender Comes 
From Bangkok—The Dispatch Oon- 
firmed by Intelligence Received at the 
British Foreign Offics and in Paris— 
Text of the Terms Proposed by France 
and Now Agreed to by Siam. 


BANGKOK, July 29.—The Slamese Govern- 


ment has accepted the full terms of the 
French ultimatam. 


THE BANGKOK DISPATCH CONFIRMED. 

Lorpor, July 298.—The Siamese Legation 
in this city has received a dispatch from 
Bangkok stating in effect that the Siamese 
Government, learning that France regarded 
its reply to the ult])matum as a refusal to grant 
French demands, and being desirous of 
maintaining peace, had wired instructions 
to the Siamese Minister at Paris to inform 


M. de Velie that Siam accepts the ultimatum | 


in its entirety. The dispatch adds that Siam 
hopes the blockade will cease; that the diplo- 
matic negotiations will be resumed and that 
an early settlement of the troubles will be 
effected.

WILL ACCEPT SIAM’S SURRENDER. 
Paris, July 29.—In view of the Siamese 
concession of all the demands made by the 
French, notice of which reached this city 
to-day, it is expected that France will 
witharaw the notice of the blockade. It 
fs also expected that France will 
‘accept Siam’s surrender to her ultimatum. 
Itis understood that the provinces on the 
Upper Me-Kong River that were ceded to 
Siam by Great Britain will be the subject of 
future negotiations between France and 


Great Britain. 
TERMS DEMANDED AND AGREED TO. 

The substance of the French ultimatum was 
as follows: 

1. A recognition of the rights of Annam 
and Cambodia on the left or eastern bank of 
the Me.Kong River as far north as the twen- 
ty-third parallel or latitude. 

Z. The evacuation within a month of the 
forts held by the Siamese on the east bank 
of the river. 

8. Full satisfaction for various Siamese ag- 
gressions against French ships and French 
sallors on the Menam River. 

4. The punishment ofthe culprits and pro- 
vision for the pecuniary idemnity of the 

victims. 
8. An indemnity of 2,000,000 francs for 
various Gamages sustained by French sub- 
jects. 

6. The immediate deposit of 8,000,000 francs 
to guarantee the payment of the fourth and 
fifth claims, orthe assignment of the taxes 
in certain districts in lieu of the deposit of 
8,000,000 francs. 

This was sent on July 19 and forty-eight 
hours were allowed for Siam toanswer it. 
On July 21 M. Pavie, the French Minister at 
Bangkok, presented the ultimatum to Prince 
Devawongso, the Siamese Foreign Minister. 
Ou Jyly 28 Siam replied,stating that the King 
was at a loss to understand what the rights 
of Annam and Cambodia were on the left 
bank of the Mekong River. The King ex- 
pressed his willingness to abandon all the 
territories over which the existence of these 
rights could be proven, and callea attention 
tothe fact that five months previously be 
nad proposed to submit all the cortestea 
territorial questions to international arbi. 
tration. In the interests of peace, however, 
the King offered to surrender the territory as 
far north as the sixteenth degree of latitude, 
but no further, and proposed that the islands 
in the Me-Kong River be used in common by 
Siam and France. All the other points of the 
ultimatum were conceded. 

This answer was not satisfactory to France, 
and subsequently M. Pavie withdrew from 
Bangkok on a gunboat and the French war- 
ships inthe Menam River went to 8!-Chang, 
an island near the head of the Gulf of Siam, 

where they joined the French fleet under the 
 gommand of Admiral Humann.

SEVEN-STORY BUILDING FELL 


One of Pittsburg’s Tall Structures 
Grumblies te the Ground, 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 29,—At 12:10 o’clock 
this afternoon a seven-story brick and iron 
building at the corner of Spring alley and 
Ninth street, owned by the Second 
National Bank, collapsed and crumbled 
tothe ground. About forty workmen were 
employed inside of the building and 


were eating their dinners. Some one of 
their number detected a trembiin of 
the structure and gave a shout of warning.

ARRIVES IN SEPTEMBER. 


Archbishop Hain Has Received the 
Papal Bulls for His Transfer Here. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 29.—The Right 
Rev. J. J. Kain has visited Mgr. Sabaretti, 
auditorofthe Apostolic Delegation and re- 
ceived from him the papal bulls by which he 
was transferred from the Seeof Wheeling 
to the coadjutorship of St. Louis 
with the title of Archbishop of Oxyrin- 


chus, an ancient metropolitan see of 
Fay pt. Archbishop Kain was born in 1840 at 
Martinsburg, W. Va.,and is a graduate of 
St. Charles College, near Ellicott City, and 
St. Mary’s Seminary, Baltimore. He was 
consecrated Bishop of Wheeling in 1875. He 
left last night for Norfolk, whence he will go 
to Atlantic 7 leaving in September next 
for his new field of duty. 


It will surprise many to learn that the new 
coadjutoris a tituiararchbishop.When Arch- 
bishop Ryan of Philadelphia was here he was 
titular bishop only of Tricomia. By raising 
Bishop Cain to metropolitan powers he will 
be ready to succeed at once to the Arch- 
bishopric of St. Louis on his predecessor’s 
demise. Titular archbishops do not receive 
the pallium and differ only from ordinary 
bishops by their title. It will be good news 
to the Roman Catbolic clergy and laity to 
learn that the new coadjutor will take hold 
next September. Archbishop Kenrick, 
though at frst averse to yielding 
up his authority, is now 
anxious for Archbishop Kain’s arrival as he 
finds himself too feeble to perform the duties 
of his office. 


PERSONAL LIBERTY. 


Substance of a Radical Address by Hon. 
David R. Hill. 


Rome, N. Y., July 22.—At the picnic of the 
Horsegroomer Association at Sylvian Beach 
to-day Senator David B. Hill made an elo- 
quent address, his subject being ‘‘Personal 
Liberty.*’ He spoke in part as follows: 


Personal liberty, as it is generally understood, 
especially in its best, if net its broadest sense, 
means the largest measure of liberty which 
it is ssible to confer upon the individual 
citizen not injurious to the real or sub- 
stantial interests of the whole community. 
The abuse of personal liberty by the citizen is al- 
ways made the plausible pretext forits prohibition 
or restrictien. You are familiar wit the old 
threadbare argument: Men indulge their ap- 
petites to excess; thereforethe good of the com- 
munity requires thatthe mauufacture and tale of 
what they eat and drink must be prevented or re- 
1 by stringent and offensive laws. 
t may be safely asserted, asa general rule, thata 
citizen may eat, drink asd wear whatever he pleas- 
es, and that he may sow and reap in his fields hat- 
eres they will grow, and that he ~y! manufac ture 
in his shop whatever hie sxill might invent. These 
are natura! rights which he possessed before gov- 
ernments were founded or constitutions framed, 
rights which he never surrendered, and rights whieh 
constitutions aud laws cannot justly take away. 
The fallacy, to a large extent, of this argument is 
apparent when it is reflected that the abuse of any 
right furnishes mo adequate reason fer its destruc- 
tion. How many absolute rights would be per- 
mitted to remain if the reasonable and jast exercise 
thereof at all times was the imperative condition of 
8 existence? — te apt whe * — 7 8 
of the press is not uentiy abused, apd yet who is 
reparea to 1 ore, should be abridged ? 
‘he alr 16 filled with the noise of disgraceful re- 
ligious dissensions upon abstract questions of ortho- 
dox doctrine, and prosecutions or trials for alleged 
heresy among most respectable denominations are 
becoming so frequent that it is impossibie for we 
poor miserable sinners to determine what is heresy 
and whatis not; yeta total denial ofthe liberty of 
conscience would be tolerated in 
this land of boaste! religious freedom. 
How often is the privilege of writ of habeas corpus 
invoked in trivial cases The guaranty of the right 
of trial by jury has always been most sacredly 
guarded, Yer how many miscarriages of justice are 
believed to occur thro such proceedings. 
© may well conciade that no personal right of 
the citizen should be abolish rabridged simply 
because it is Hable to > here are 
those whose views are extreme that 
they would oppose the raising of hops because 
such production facilitates the manufacture of beer. 
They would prohibit or restrict tie manufactere of 
tobacco because foolish men and silly boys some- 
times smoke too much. They would curtail numer- 
ous innocent amusements because they are often- 
times carried to excess. 
Referring to workingmen who belong to 
labor organizations, Senator Hill said: 


The legal rights of such individuals unmquestion- 
ably remain the same irrespective ofthe question of 
such membership. They always must be accordeu 
the abstract legal right ef reprdiatingsuch memer- 
ship whenever theyso prefer, their withdrawal 
only oceasioning such minor forfeitures or penalties 
as reasonable by-laws might inflict. They cannot be 
compelled to act against their will. Their personal 
privilege cannot be jea zed.

The Bank Is Regarded as Perfectly Sound 
and Will Pay Dollar for Dollar—Run 
on the Dollar Savings at Youngstown 
—Slight Scare in Brooklyn—Business 
Troubles. 


AKRON, O., July 29.—The Citizens’ Saving 
and Loan Association of Aron closed its 
doors at 10:30 this morning. The cause given 
was constant drain upon resources by draw- 
inp out of deposits. The Dank is regarded 
asina perfectly sound condition and will 

ay dollar for dollar. The capital stock is 

100,000, with $80,000 surplus. The company 
was organized and incorporated in 1872. The 
suspension created no surprise in Akron. 


NATIONAL BANK FAILURES. 

WasHuineton, D. C., July 29.—Up to date 
105 National banks have gone into the hands 
of the Comptroller this year. Of this num- 
ber but thirty-seven have had receivers ap- 
pointed. The balance have either reopened 
or are still in the handsof the examiners 
with prospects of reopening. 
capitalization of five of the 
was $1,000,000 each, one at $600,000, six 
at $500,000, thirty-six at $650,000 and the 
remainder at $300,000, $250,000, $100,000 ana 
less, but more than $50,000. The failures, 
according to sections, are distributed as fol- 
lows: New England, 2; Eastern States, 2; 
Middle and Mississippi States, 15; North- 
western States, 6; Western States, 55; Sovuth- 
ern States, 25; total, 105. 

In twenty-one States there have been no 
failures of national banks. There have been 
no pational bank failures in either 
St. Louls, Boston, Brooklyn, Pnhila- 
delphia, Pittsburg, Baltimore, Washingt on, 
Buffalo, Cincinnati, New Orleans, San Fran- 
cisco, St. Paul or Minneapolis. In Chicago, 
New Vork and Milwaukee the failures were 
brought about by mismanagement, and of 
the banks that have gone under nine failed 
because they had been robbed by officials 
who are now under arrest. The Comptroller 
has authorized fourteen of the Danks to re- 
sume, and says he will shortly authorize 
more. 

General failures during the past week in 
the United States number 386, aga inst 171 last 
year. 


SIXTY DAYS’ NOTICE. 

New York, July 29.—The publication of the 
intended action of the savings banks and in- 
stitutions to put into practice the law en- 
titling them to sixty days’ notice from de- 
positors of intended withdrawals precip!- 
tated some talk this morning. Some banks 
paid out much money on call. Others re- 
quired notice, the time ranging from ten to 
ninety days, according to the period specified 
in the by-laws. The meetings of the 
presidents atthe Emigrant Industrial Savings 
Bank yesterday, was called, said President 
McMahon of that ban to-day, to consider 
what action would be advisable to relieve the 
very heavy drain made since the present 
finaneial depression commenced. Each Pres- 
ident was invited to give his ex iesnces 
in the matter and what, in his inion 
should be done to stay it. They all agreed 
that the withdrawal of deposits was in much 
greater proportion than the money com- 


ing in.’’

A RUN AT YOUNGSTOWN. 

Younrestown, O., July 29.—Much excite- 
ment prevailed throughout this city this 
morning on account of a report which spread 
quickly that the Dollar Savings Bank had 
failed. The same report was circulated in 
the east end of the city last night and when 
the bank opened its doors this morning there 
was a crowd of about 300 people waiting for 
admittance. Therumor was without foun- 
dation, but.those who wanted their money 
got it. The fears ofthe crowd were soon al- 
layed andthe run did not last long. While 
money was being paid out to those who 
thought the bank unsafe large deposits were 
being made by business men. 

A small run was made on the Mahoning 
National Bank yesterday afternoon, but was 
soon stop It was stated by Robert Mc- 
Ourdy, President of the First National Bank, 
that the local banks were never sounder than 
they are at present. 


ACTION BY SAVINGS BANKS.

© jamount of legal tender cur- 
rency is altogether inadequate to 
the transaction of its business, that the re- 
peal of the so-called sherman law would 
further contract the currency, and should 
therefore not be done without providing an 
adequate substitute. The memorial asks 
that the Secretary of the Treasury be 
required to do that which he has had 
the discretion, but has persistently declined 
to dotothe great injury of the people, to 
coin into legal tender money and to pay out 
in like manner on the debts of the Govern- 
ment all of the silver bullion now or which 
may hereafter in the Treasury. The 
memorial protests against a continuation 
of the practice of the. author- 
ities of the bi-metallic America in 
copying and following monometallic En- 
giand in matters of finance, because Great 
Britain is the largest aggregate of money 
lenders in the world and, your constitu- 
ents, in developing their resources, have be- 
come the largest borrowers tn the world, 
and ause hers is an aristocratic move- 
ment, whose interest and object is to make 
money more valuable by the contraction of 
the currency to a gold basis, and who 
have little regard for the wishes of 
the common people who are bimetalists, 
while ours is a Government of the people, 
by the people and for the ople.’’ he 
memorial favors the bimetallic system in 
vogue in France or something akin to it.

CHOLERA AT SMYRNA. 


The Outbreak at That Important Seaport 
Regarded With Alarm. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 29.—Consul 
William E. Emmett at Smyrna cables the 
State Department that cholera exists in that 
port. The outbreak of the disease in this 
important centeronthe Mediterranean Is re- 
garded with much significance. United 
States Consuls and the officers of the Marine 
Hospital Service abroad will exercise re- 
doubled diligence in the line which has thus 
far been so successful in warding off or giv- 
ing timely notice of the spread of cholera, 
Smyrna is the chief commercial emporium 
of Western Asia. It has 8 of 160, 
000 or more, of whom 80,000 are Greeks, 40, 
Turks, 15,000 Jews, 6,000 Armenians and 15,000 
Franks. The city has been for centuries the 
most important center of trade in the Le- 
vant, dealing in many and varied staples. 

A copy of Consul Emmett’s dispatch was 
sent to Surgeon-General Wyman of the 
Marine Hospital Service, but Dr. Wyman 
decided that no action on his part was nec- 
essary as the United States has a report on 
the national sanitary condition at Constanti- 
nople which it will look for the safety of 
this country should the disease spread. ‘ihe 
Marine Hospital Service has also one of its 
surgeons stationed at Naples.

NEW ARMAMENTS. 


Uncle Sam's Older Vessele Are to Be 
Equipped With New Guns. 
From the Chicago Post. 

The Navy Department contemplates an im- 
portant change in the armament of the older 
vessels ofthe navy. These ships now have, 
with few exceptions, the old smooth-bore, 
muzzle-loading gun. Noneof them has a full 
battery of modern rifies, while some have no 
rifilesatall, Their broadside batteries gen- 
erally contain the old type, 9-inch gun, now 
obsolete. For range, penetration and rapid- 


ity of fire, smooth-bore guns are no longer 
valuable, and vessels ing them are 
necessarily inefficient for offense or defense 
when opposed by an armament of re- 
cent manufacture, It is — agent to remove 
the old fashioned guns from all ships and 
substitute in their places modern, high-pow- 
ered steel rifles of the breech-loading type. 
The older vessels will not bear the weight of 
the new large caliber rifies, so that the old 
ones removed will be succeeded by others of 
2 reduced bore. Smoth-dore guns with 

res of 9inchesin diameter will likely be 
replaced by 4-inch rifies and 1l-inch bore with 
rifles of the 5-inch order. What a vessel loses 
by the change in the dimensions of bore will 
be more than compensated for by the great y 
increased range and penetration of the

‘pleasant season ofthe year, for an undefin- 
_ gble sort of contemplation and rest. I had 

come over the mountains on foot from 

Vagrant loiterings among the peasantry of 

Miterdale, Wasdale, Watendlath, and Bor- 
rode, had lingered a bitin the mystic 
pale of st. John. 

Resuming my way g the coach road 
leading over bold Castle Rigg into Keswick, 
being Gusty and travel-stained and doubtless 
regarded as a tramp by the hundreds of 
tourists passing in their gay coaches, traps, 
gigs and wagonettes, I saw American man- 
ners abroad illustrates by a millionaire 
American tourist, whom I recognized, toss- 
ing the remains ofa lunch hamper upon my 
head and shoulders, at which exploit his 
diamond-spangied brood laughed merrily 
and long; English manners exemplified by 
several *‘gentiemen whips'’ attempting to 
cut my shoulders or face as they dashed 

past; and Scotch andiIrish manners shown 
by a delicious old Scotchman and an equally 
delicious young Dublin barrister—men of 
account in their separate places, in their 
Vvacation-time really seeing the lake country 
ou their own legs—jogging along towards 
Grasmere together, contending with amiable 
ferocity as to which race had priority in 

- Britain,and both, as they met me, as valiant- 
ly insisting on being the first to accost me 
and offer me roadside consolation from their 
respective flasks. 

With these and like engaging diversions I 
trudged cheerily to the north up Castle Rigg. 
Reaching its top I turned for a farewell look 
towards the glorious southern scene of the 
lake region. On the one hand were the seem- 
ingly endless fells, odorous with the new 
blooming heath, and here and there masses 
of Dlue from banks of violets, a gentle 
Dreeze stirring the sea-like expanse 
ofcoloras if with riotous motion and de- 
light. on the other, as if some misty caul- 
Aron, fashioned out of a nether earth, the 
purple shapes and shadows of St. John’s 
Vale; and above it—below, within and above 
the clouds, monarch Helvellyn—forest- hung 
at its base; cleft and scarred above; still 
higher, striped with far descending torrents 
like mighty plumesof white; and its lofty 
broken summit and famoas ‘striding Edge’’ 
showing thousands of blackened almost vert- 
ical furrows in the eternal _ of its peaks 
and ridges. 

‘Ifhere was one of those ravishing scenes, 
which can never be effaced from the mem- 
ory, dut a few steps over the mountain top 
furnished another ofequal beauty and im- 
pressiveness. It was perhaps an hour before 
sunset, and the giorious vale of Keswick or 
Derwentwater, a thousand feet below, came 
full and fair in view. Keswick gray and 
snug was haif hidden within its border. To 
the right Saddleback and Souter Fell lay, 
lofty billowy moors against the horizon, and 
the silvery threads of Greta River wound 
in and out of the lush meadows 
below. To the left and the west 
gieamed the upper reaches of Derwentwater 
with the heights of Causey Pike and Grass- 
moor beyond, peaks of saffron and purple in 
the slant rays of the sinking sun. Beyond 
the tower of old Crossthwaite Church, where 
Southey lies buried, shone the blue bed of 
Bassenthwaite Water. And beyond the whole 
lovely vale, where the farms were spread in 
checkered splatches of color between sinuous 
threads of hedge and wall, lofty Skiddaw 
stood monarch sublime of the Cumbrian 
North. 

On my loitering way down into the toun ! 
came toa quaint, little crooked-roof house, 
trim and neat and tidy as a chipper old 
woman ata pleasant fair. ‘‘Chestnut Him“ 
was the inscription upon the stone gate 
post. A huge sycamore stood sentry beside 
the cottage. An old serving-man was crop 
Ping the hedge by the gate. I stood and 
looked at the place fora little time, for 1 
seemed to me the house must have a history. 
The old man, observing my own observances, 
paused in his toll, drew bis horny fingers 
slowly along the hedge-shears, and sald with 
an alr of proprietary superiority: 

an' ye ma’ weel leuk agin an’ agin, 
neebor.’’ 

I looked and looked again as bidden, but so 
ingiringly that the old man, resuming his 
hedge-clipping and clearing his throat as if 
for portentous announcement, condecsended 
to explain: 

*** Twas io this verra hoos malister Shelley 
ned wi’ t* babbey wife, laing syne. Tha 
pieed (played) an’ pleed, an’ niver warkid, 
tnt laird dreav en oot. T' beukish (book 
ish) folk oalas (always) ha’ nowt but plee n’ 
maunder’n n’ yewlment (sorrow). Tha be 
nowte at dowe!’’ (Fit for nothing). 

I thanked him for the bitter reminder ofa 
great truth, which carried the sad memory 
with it that this was indeed the veritable 
cottage where Shelley brought his school- 
girl bride, and where they chased each other 
like happy children about its flower beds and 
littie lawn, until the stern Cumbrian lang- 

chased them both away for lack of rent, 
and with this plaintive romance still in mind 
turned up past Greta Bridge into the qulet 
‘though crowded streets of Keswick. 

The old Cumbrian capital clusters closely 
on either side of one long street which turns

The gay coachloads announcing by shrill 
bugle notes and resounding horn, their re- 
turn from a day’s outing in the mountains 
checked their vociferousness as the town- 
edge wasreached, and crept quietly tothe 
booking stations and inn- yards. The cyclists, 
shooting from the heights on spheres of flash 
and speed, dismountedand walked to their 
lodgings beside their gleaming wheels. The 
street-preachers, those windy religious 
blackguards of summer evenings in all 
English towns, held the crowds 
around them in respectable and 
subdued discourse; and even those 
pansy-hooded wenches of the Salvation 
Army, whoare gathering up the pennies of 
the poor in England at the rate of nearly 
£500,000 a year, sounded their loud 
timbrels in consonance with the pervading 
benignant spell and salaamed, pirouetted 
and ricocheted as though somewhat graceful 
in grace. Ifitcould be properly said of ten 
thousand folk of all degree, to the stranger 
Keswick town seemed in a dreamtul sort of 
purring ecstasy from bestowed, rather than 
anticipated, material and spiritual content. 

I noticed too, as the evening advanced, 
that at least half the folk upon the street held 
in their hands folded slips of paper, large 
folios like programmes, or tiny bound copies 
of the Gospels, their pages interspersed with 
pressed mountain leaves and flowers or with 
ribbons,each apparently at the place of some 
timely text. Most of these folk gradually 
changed the course of their various prome- 
nades toa common direction. After atime. 
partly from vagrant impulse, something 
from curious interest, largely because I 
knew not where else to go, and no little from 
those emotions which are always active in 
the wanderer’s breast from something like a 
homesick fervor for human companionship, 
even ifevery form and face you look upon 
have alien ties,I followed the crowds through 
a few squares of the compact old town. 

Just at its southern edge, where the green 
sward dipped prettily to the waterway ofthe 
romantic Greta stream, I at last came with 
the latest comers to a huge tent filled with 
perhaps 5,000 worshipers, then engaged in 
prayer. I crept into the place, secured an 
unoccupied settle along the tent edge some 
distance from the door and strove with a 
keenly awakened interest to comprehend the 
exact significance of so great a religious 
gathering in so remote a part of Engiand, 

and, with something like critical curiosity, 

to judge it I might the real spirit of an assem- 

blage, composed as could be instantly dis- 

covered, of representatives of widely diverg- 

ent faiths and creeds. 

Straight opposite the entrance was a broad 

raised platform. Its central portion was re- 

served for leaders and speakers, and a large 
wing at either side was filled with members 
ofthe choir. There was naught else between 
the benches, ranged arena-like around the 
frontand ends, with their occupants, and 
the canvas of the roof above. Plain to 
severity was the place of this great convoca- 

tion. The services, purely of prayer and 
praise in song, seemed equally free from the 
many common artifices for exciting extrane- 

ous interest. Nor was there in the entire 
evening service a single ebullition of those 
physical phenomena which often attend cer- 
tain conditions of ‘‘religious’’ excitement. 

I never elsewhere heard prayer in 
60 softened tones. One might almost 
len it to a Darely audible aspiration of 
spiritual longing for larger peace through 
faith, rather than as in many similar gather- 
ings, a startling verbal argument with the 
Almighty for fallare in granting greater lung 
power, The hymns were from a collection 
called Hymns of Consecration and Faith.’’ 
They spoke tenderly and devotedly those two 
essentials tothe perfect Christian life, and 
those alone. It wasasthongh an unbroken 
and unutterable peace possessed every one 
of those 5,000 souls. From opening invoca- 
tion to closing word of blessing, there was 
vut one exalted, peaceful strain sweetly 
thrilling through every human tone—‘'I am 
Thine and Thou art mine!““ And then they 
went away with calm or glowing faces into 
the balmy summer night. 

Asthe tent was being closed, not having 
place to lay my head that night, 1 still sat at 
the tent edge on the old settle. A half dozen 
men and womencametome. Iattempted to 
explainthat Icould not secure lodging at 
Keswick, though quite able to pay my reck.- 
oning. They would not hear meout. Their 
hearts were attuned to the spirit of the place 
and the words of the service they had ut- 
tered. They saw me, travel-stained and 
housless, only with the eyes of compassion 
and help. Two gave mea sixpence each, 
another a shilling, another a thri’penny 
bit, with words of material and spiritual 
consolation for the night, the morrow and 
eternity. Even the old caretaker, having 
seen these good souls out and extinguished 
the last lamp, stumbled back to me with an 
ancient lantern in his hand and leteven his 
feeble light so shine that he founda huge 
copper penny which he pressed into my hand 
with the kindly admonition.

Isankintoa dreamiless slumber, and was 
awakened betimes by the old caretaker. True 
to his word he took me to his cottage for 
breakfast, where with explanations I left 
the cgin so kindly forced upon me the 
previous night; and, having had the honor 
of being the only person ever exclusively en- 
tertained over night by the Keswick Conven- 
tion, afterI had got well settled ata com- 
tortable inn, where departing tourists gave 
me place, 1 leisurely enjoyed old Keswick 
tovn and itsromantic surroundings and a 
cursory study of the Keswick movement. 

These now noted Keswick conventions are 
simply great gatherings of English, Scotch 
and Irish clergymen and other Christian 
workers of all orthodox faiths, They are 
the outgrowth of meetings many years ago 
inthe north and west of England of local 
bodies of the International Evangelical Al- 
liance, and their influence upon the spiritual 
lives of individual clergymen, particularly 
the late Canon T. D. Hariord- Battersby, in- 
eum bout of st. John’s Church, Keswick, who, 
perhaps also aided by the gentle spell of the 
Lake District genii, gradually departed from 
Tractarian principles 
school, His Ute and work were those of a 
grand, sweet and indeed holy man, sorrow- 
lng for the metesand bounds of creeas sepa- 
rating those working for the saivation of 
men, and fervidly striving for complete 
Christian unity in essentials through realiza- 
tion of an exalted faith. 

In September, i874, was held the Oxford 
Convention on similar lines, it created an

They 
have been held every year since, during the 
last week in July; and onthe 23d of July, 
1868, their founder died here at Keswick, with 
thousands of these convention folk about 
him as his gentle spirit was lost inthe un- 
utteradle glow’’ and faded before faith’s 
vision nolselessiy.’’ 

These meetings continue fora week. They 
may be sald to differ from the American 
Chautauqua gatherings in the particaiars of 
possessing no secularly educative or divert- 
ing features and in the sole aspiration by at- 
tendants of a ‘‘resting’’ rather than a mere 
**setking’’ faith. Indeed the former is the 
keynote of every phase of effort here. Five 
daily services are held. All those who gather 
at Keswick can be seen but a few days before 
in the remotest places of Britain—over- 
worked town clergy ; lonely country parsons, 
devout women from merciful felds of labor, 
gray-haired veterans in church and mission- 
work and young men and women just enter- 
ing that battle which has no end. The 
cross is the one center of all teach- 
ing. According to the manifold in- 
dividuality of all who come, who are teach- 
ers elsewhere and learners here, every phase 
of the possibilities of the life of faith is pre- 
sented; and above all else, they are all 
united in the one common desire for the at- 
tainment ofa ‘‘resting’’ faith through per- 
sonal holiness. ‘‘Resting’’ indeed is your 
faith and mine in the devotion of men to 
their sacred and often thankless calling 
from calm and solemn scenes like these. Out 
of the tender heart of this lake district land 
of Wordsworth, Coleridge and Southey have 


issued countless streams of purest everliving 


thoughtand imagery, reaching with their 
beneficent influence to uttermost lands; and 
how fitting that in these later days from 
almostthe self-same source should flow as 
strong and pure those kindred streams of 
everlasting Love and Joy through Faith.

THOSE ELEVATORS STOPPED. 


Will Not Be Run Till Stairways Are Fin- 
ishead—World’s Fair. 


WorLp’'s Farr Grounps, July 29.—Having 
raked in a day’s receipts, less the Exposi- 
tion’s percentage for the carrying of passen- 
gers to the promenade room of the Manu- 
facturers’ Bullding without the authority of 
the Director-General or the Council of Ad- 
ministration, the elevator company decided 
to respect the peremptory order of Col. Davis 
this morning. Consequently there were no 
visitors walking on the roof and the elevator 
company’s staff of employes were again en- 
joying a period of temporary idleness. The 
elevator will remain locked until the iron 
stairways tothe roofare in position, which 
will be in about ten days. 

The condition of ex-Senator MeNausuton, 
New York’s executive officer at the Fair, 
was slightly improved this morning, but he 
has by no means passed the danger point. 
He is in astate of exhaustion and his recov- 
ery depends upon his constitutional ability 
to recover his strength. Last night Dr. 
Rowley called in for consultation Prof. 
Owens, Chief of the Exposition Medical 
Bureau. They found that the high fever and 
internal trouble had disappeared, leaving 
his exhaustion the chief sourse of danger. 
The trouble was that the Senator negiected 
to accept medical aid for several days. 

The efforts to reduce the free list tothe 
Fair are proving so successful that Supt. 
Tucker of the Department of admissions pre- 
dicts under the revision now taking place 
that at least 10,000 season passes will be cut 
off. People whoare conscious of their ques- 
tionable right to free admission have been 
making the most of their passes since the 
orders for revision and reductious were 
issued, the attendance from this source 
having jumped from 380,000 to 40,000 a day.

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REAL ESTATE CONGRESS. 


Efforte Being Made to Semre the Next 
Meeting for St. Lauis. 


The St. Louis real estate agents are begin- 
ingto discuss thethira congress of the Na- 
tional Real Estate Association which will be 
held at St. Paul, Aug. Pi, 22 and 23. 
At yesterday’s meeting of the Real 
Estate Exchange a liberal subscription 


was made by the agents for the purpose of 
having St. Louis well represented at the 
coming congress and a strong effort is to be 
have the next meeting 
national association held 
; Louis. St. Loulg will, it is 
claimed, attract the largest attendance, and 
her claims are nat to de denied, Heretofore 
st. Louis has made no effort to secure the 
real estate congress, asthe St. Louls agents 
did not fee that they were pre- 
pared to entertain the agents and 
capitalists of other cities until they 
bada Real Estate Exchange of their own. 
Now that they, have one of the most com- 
modious inthe country they will hesitate no 
longer, but will set forth the claims of this 
city and will back them with all the influ- 
ence that can be brought to bear. 

The work of the Real Estate Congress this 
year promises to be very interesting and 
beneficialto owners and purchasers of real 
estate. Probably the most inter- 
esting committee report to be submitted 
to the congress will be that 
of the committee ona uniform system of 
titles, transfers and registration. 

This committee has recently visited New 
York City, Washington and other points for 
the purpose of investigating the methods 
there in vogue. They have also carefully con- 
sidered the merits and demerits of the various 
modifications of the Australian or Torrens 
system. ‘Shelr report will be of especial im- 
portance in view of its probable influence 
npon the logal legislation to be hereinafter 
enacted in each State. 

The hope of the National Real Estate Asso- 
ciation is to so change the law governing ths 
transfer system that real estate deeds can be 
bought and sold in the open market with the 
same facility as railroad stocks and bonds. 
After a house and lothave been sold, even 
under the New York law, it 
generally takes thirty days before 
title can be passed and the full purchase 
price paid. Men who are running ona close 
margin do notcare to hold security that it 
takes a month to realize on, and an army of 
men and millions are kept out of the real 
estate market as a consequence. 

The Committee on Allen Ownership of Land 
Will make an interesting report. Inis com- 
mittee is acting in concert with one ap- 
pointed by the American Bar Association, 
and their report is expected to be very ex- 
haustive., 


BLACK FLIES IN NEW YORK. 


The Pest ofthe Forests Said to Have Ap- 
peared in The Parks. 


From the New York WORLD. 

It has been discovered within a few days 
that the dreaded pest of the woods, the black 
Hy, has made its appearance in New York 
fully ready for business. Several of the 
voracious insects have been seen—and felt— 
inthe parks. Since the forests about New 


York fell before the settiers’ axes the black fly 
has been seen only at long intervals, but 


there are still trees enough about the city to 
afford homes to an uncomfortable number of 
the pests. 

In the Maine Woods, where the black fly is 
found In its most vicious state, black files 
are found from early in the spring till late 
inthe fall. How long New York will be af- 
flicted with them, if they really come at all, 
is a matterof conjecture. Should they ap- 
pear in large numbers the preparation used 
for protection against them by hunters and 
fishermen may come into use here. It is 
composed of oll of tar, olive oil and extract of 
Pennyroyal, applied externally. ‘this will 
keep black files, and mosquitoes as weil, ata 
Tespectful distance.

THE HEDGZHOG AND THE MOLE. 


Not Affected by the Adder Nor Reptiles 
of Any Kind. 


From the French of Carl Vogt. 

Prof. Larg had a female hedgehog, with 
young ones, inclosed in a box, into which he 
introduced a large viper of the ordinary 
kind. The latter rolled itself up in an oppo- 
site corner, but the hedgehog seenting it, 
and slowly approaching without suffictent 
precaution, was bitten on the snout, on 
which a drop of blood appeared. Returning 
to the charge she received a second wound 
in the tongue. Without allowing herself to 


be intimidated, she seized the serpent by 
the body. ‘ihe two combatants became fu- 
rious, the hedgehog grunting and 
shaking herself, the viper striking 
again and again, and projecting himself at 
every fresh attack against the prickly skin of 
his opponent. Suddenly the hedgehog seized 
him by the head, and without any further 
sign of emotion devoured the anterior por- 
tion ot the serpent, then quietly returned 
and suckled her young. The next day the 
remainder of the body was consumed by ber. 
These experiments were many times re- 
peated, and always with the same result, 
whiie neither the mother nor her litter Were 
in the least degree injuriously affected in 
their health by this curious repast. 

The food of the hedgehog consists princl- 
pally of insects, beetles, snalis, white worms 
and vermin of all kinds, but particularly of 
mice. ifthe tedgehog had no unpleasant 
odors and were quieter in pursuit of prey 
one would certain:y prefer him to the cat as 
a house mouser. He makes up in cunning 
and patience for his want ofagiiity, and his 
noisy movements put to flight more mise 
than he destroys. in granaries and stabies, 
where these latter ovstacles are no objec- 
tion, he must surely lu time become a useful 
domestic animal. 

he mole is a creature which is still (unfor- 
tunately for the agriculturist) {gnorantly re- 
warded as the enemy of the tarmer and gar- 
dener. Even in this enlightened age the 
mule is regarded asthe destroyer of the use- 
fuland valuable roots of our flelds and zar 
dens, while it is impossible to comprehend 
how with teeth formed only for tearing, it 


tion. Besides, what the moie eats must 
surely be found in lis stomach. The dissec- 
tion of dozens of these animals by Vogt has 
never resuitedin the detection of vogetabie 
matter either in its stomach or intestines. 
Experiments with moles kept in confinement 
are equaily conclusive on this point. 

In tue gardens the work of the mole is cer- 
tainly far trom agreeabie, but the incon- 
venlences thus caused by the uprooting of 
young plants cannot be compared to the 
ravages of white worms or larve of the 
cockchafer, which survives for three years, 
and during the whole of its larveal state (of 
twenty-six months) feeds Voraciously on our 
most valuable euibic roots. Often we see a 
large portion of a whole field looking dry and 
faded, owing tothe ravages of these white 
worms on the roots, and it is these pests 
which are the principal food of the mole. 
The most superficial examination of the body 
of a wole will demonstrate the fact that the 
animal appeases its hunger by devouring a 
quantity of larve equal to half its own 
weight, and that in consequence it must de- 
stroy an immense number of these enemies 
of.agriculture and thas accomplish a hun- 
times more work in that direction than 
we could — perform. Vogt says he 
knows no other ectual means of success- 
fully combating the white worm than the 
protection and multiplication of the 0.

When he was put out 
by the Board of Charity Commissioners he 
simply stayed. When the Board of Health 
demanded that Gallagher remove some of 
his pauper subjects to the Quarantine 
Hospital he let them stay at the Poor- 
house. Now that the Board of Health has 
ordered the dismissal of all but two of his 
relatives, Gallagher will not let them go, 
but insists that they stay. The Gallagher 
staying power is a rare and wonderful 
thing. 

But though we must admit the practical 
force of the Gallagher right to office and 
Gallagher inertia, we feel bound to take 
issue with Gallagher when he resorts to 
reason. He declines to dismiss relatives 
to the third and fourth degree because, he 
says, it is un-American. We are willing 
toadmitall the perfections which Galla- 
gher claims forthe Gallagher family, but 
we deny that nepotism is American. All 
the saints in the American calendar forbid 
it. It may work well in the case of the 
Gallagher family, whose lofty conception 
of public service and devotion to official 
duty make it impossible for the ties of 
kindred to clash with public interests; but 
all official families are not Gallaghers, and 
therefore nepotism is a dangerous prac- 
tice. 

Let Gallagher drop reason and stick to 
staying power which is his best hold. He 
is easily first there. The greatest bosses 
of the earth must yield him the palm of 
superiority. We have no doubt that it 
will enable him to defy mayors, boards of 
health and all municipal authorities and to 
adorn the throne of pauperdom until he is 
knocked out by that King who hurls his 
bolts with impartial hand on the palace of 
the great and the hovel of the lowly.

SIAM’S WISE MOVE. 


The submission of Siam to all the de- 
mands of France, which is announced to- 
day, puts a new face on the Siam question, 
but does notend it. It merely lets Siam 
out of the dispute with France and throws 
the burden of sustaining it upon England 
and China, both of which claim rights in 
the territory demanded by France. 

The truth is, England and China have 
attempted to use little Siam as a buffer“ 
against French aggression. They diplo- 
matically refused to back Siam’s protest, 
and left her to cope alone with powerful 
France in the hope that some good fortune 
would intervene to save them from the ne- 
cessity of interference. The Siamese Gov- 
ernment has been shrewd enough to see 
this and take advantage of it at a sacri- 
fice only of national pride and prestige, 
which counts for little with a power of her 
class. She has surrendered to superior 
force, with the knowledge that her cause 
in large measure is the cause of England 
and China. She has crawled from under, 
leaving these two powers to reduce French 
claims to reasonable limits. 

England has reserved enough points in 
her communications with France for sev- 
eral disputes. She has weighty commer- 
cial and territorial interests at stake. She 
claims that a part of the territory de- 
manded by France embraces the Luang 
Prebang province which Burmah ceded to 
Siam under British direction with a pro- 
viso that Siam should never part with it. 
When Siam surrenders her rights, there- 
fore, the British Burmah right supervenes., 
The British control 938 per cent of Siam’s 
commerce. 

China hasa protest against the French 
demands. She claims a dependency in 
the Laos States, embracing both banks of 
the Mekong River, well south of the 
twenty-third parallel, which delimits the 
boundary of the territory France wants. 
France, therefore, must settle now with 
Great Britain and England. 

The outcome of the incident {s perhaps 
the best that could have occurred. The 
danger of general war from accidental 
clashes in hostilities between France and 
Siam is averted. Siam avoids a whipping 
and yet has a good chance of saving 


The question isnowin good shape for 
settlement by negotiation and the delim- 
itation of boundaries bya commission. 
Some war ‘*bluster’’ may be expected, 
but this willin all likelihood be the final 
result. 


BAITING THE BACILLUS, 


A real devotee of science is Dr. Robert 
Lincoln Watkins of New York, who has 
caused himself to be inoculated with the 
bacillus of consumption in order to prove 
that in persons from whose blood a pe- 
culiar condition is absent the consumption 
bacillus can work no harm whatever. That 
his experiment may be complete the doctor 
has caused a guinea pig to be inoculated 
with the bacillus at the same time with 
himeelf. 7 

Though there are doctors who confi- 
dently believe that the result of Dr. Wat- 
kins’ inoculation will bea lingering death, 
he himself is convinced that even if the 
bacillus gets in some of its work he can 
cure himself by prompt treatment as soon 
ashe discovers the activity of the fatal 
germ. Should no results of the inocula- 
tion appear he will be rewarded by a fame 
that will carry him through the medical 
books of all the ages. 

There is a good deal of heroism in this 
experiment of Dr. Watkins. There are 
many men who have theories that they 
would sit yp all night toargue, but who 
have never thought of convincing the 
world by risking their own lives to prove 
that they are right. Such courage as this 
theorist has shown is deserving of the best 
success, and if at the end of twelve weeks 
Dr. Watkins is still in his usual health he 
will be congratulated by the entire medi- 
cal world, and a bit of the germ theory 
will have wasted away. The consumption 
bacillus is a fearful thing as we now be- 
hold him in our minds, and should he 
prove to be only a product of consumption 
there will be more or less relief among all 
delicate people doomed to a sedentary life. 

We shall watch the progress of the doc- 
tor’s enterprise with unflagging interest; 
nor shall we forget the poor pig, who 
might have seriously objected to martyr- 
dom had he been aware of the nature of the 
operation to which he was called upon to 
submit. 
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THE suggestion of Admiral Hornby that 
the Victoria disaster may have been caused 
by es lack of hearty co-operation on the 
part of Admiral Tryon’s subordinates puts 
a new phase on the question of responsi- 
bility. Bluntly stated it is hinted that 
the Admiral’s comrades were not un- 
willing to ‘‘do’’ himin his risky experi- 
ment. Of course it is not charged that 
they had any idea of causing a fatal dis- 
aster, but merely intended an accident 
which would signalize his blunder. If 
this is the case a verdict different from 
that embodied in the last words of the 
Vice-Admiralis needed. It was not all 
his fault, and conduct of the kind ascribed 
to his comrades deserves the severest 
punishment. It is prompted by a spirit 
fatal to the efficiency of either a naval or 
land force.

A FUTURE FOR OZONE. 


What the Mysterious Agent Is Expected 
to Do for Mankind. 


From the New York Evening Telegram. 

The name of ozone has a peculiar fascina- 
tion for the public. Tune tract is that ozone 18 
a mysterious agent, to which all sorts of 


marvelous properties have been attributed, 
and about which many fairy tales“ have 
been told in books and publications, some of 
which bear scientific repute. Another popu- 
lar impression is that ozone is a new product 
that has only lately come within the ken of 
scientific men. Howfar fromthe truth this 
belief is is shown by the fact that in a lecture 
now being prepared om the subject of ozone 

by one of the leading electrotheraputists of 

America, over 180 authorities are quoted, 
some of which date back hundreds of years. 

Although the virtues of ozone have occa- 
sionally n exaggerated there is no deny- 
ing thatit can render many valuable ser- 
vices, not only for therapeutic or sanitary 

urposes, but in chemistry and in several 
ndustries. The employment of ozone will 
quickly become more wee when it will be 
possible to compress it and sell it in cylin- 
ders as carbonic acid and oxygen are now 
sold. The commercial uses of ozone are in- 
numerable. It is useful in dlieaching, as it 
destroys organic colors, especially in wool, 
cotton, vegetable fiber, paper pulp, olls and 
ivory. Theimprovement of wines and spir- 
its by ogonization is now commercially ap- 
plied. Light wines, however, cannot be 
ozonized unless the operation is conducted 
with the greatest care, because a too long 
treatment gives rise to the formation of al- 
dehydes ard vinegar. The expense in aging 
and refining alcoholic liquids in this way is 
trifing, asa very small quantity of ozone is 
required, 

Among the physiological uses of ozone the 
most important is the purification and alsin- 
fection of air and tapestry hangings in sick 
roomsandinships. Inthe British Museum 
and several pubiic buildings in London, 
where large numbers of people congregate, 
and wherethe the miserabie arrangements 
for ventilation are a disgrace to a civilized 
community, a successful attempt has been 
made to render the air less poisonous by the 
introduction of ozone. It is more than 
likely, too, that as soon as the difficulties 
which now attend the making and applica- 
tion of ozone are reduced, it will be freely 
used in churehes and other places of worship 
in which whole congregations now become 
inattentive and sleepy, often more from the 
impurity of the air than from the dullness of 
the sermon, 

The time will shortly come when the drink- 
ing waterof the cities will be subjected to 
the action of ozone, by which many of the 
ordinary bacteria, such as those of free 
cholera, etc., and their spores are killed. 
Sewage water, or water contaminated by 
the refuse of works, Will also de treated by 
ozone, not only for the killing of bacteria ana 
the Jesom posing of the ammonia into its con- 
stituents, but for the simultaneous oxidation 
of all the organic substances in sus- 
pension. Among the legion of uses of ozone 
may be mentioned the manufacture of fer- 
ments for breweries and distiileries, and the 
— ration of yeast, where the expulsion of 

acteria leaves a pure ferment and prevents 
after- fermentation.

are dated August, 1889. he others have no 
date whatever of the cases except two signed 
by Assistant Secretary Bussey, one of them 
having no signature and the 
other bearing his name in type- 
writing. When the attention of 
Sex- Commissioner Tanner was called to them 
he stated very emphatically he had never 
seen the alleged decisions, although he re- 
mained in office until Sept. 12, 1889, nor nad 
he ever heard of themuntil to-day. Mr. 
Bussy was seen and sald no sucn decisions as 
were referred to and quoted had ever been 
made from his office. suring the Tanner in- 
vestigation he had, on his own motion, taken 
upanumberof cases of pension employes, 
who, he believed, had been illegally in- 
creased and wrote out a decision in each case, 
They were formulated witha view to their 
being shownto the President and Secretary 
Noble as aids inthe investigation, and also 
with a view totheir subsequent oficial pro- 
mulgation if they met with their approval. 
They did not meet with the approval 
of the Secretary, who decided on another 
course of procedure, as indicated in his let- 
ter to Congress onthesubject. The cases, 
as written up, were signed by Mr. Bussey 
simply, he said, to identify them to the 
President. After it had been decided not to 
issue the decisions as prepared Gen. Bussey 
said he putthem in his desk, where they re- 
mained for many months. On one occasion 
he showed them to Commissioner Raum, who 
asked permission to take a number of them 
to his office and look them over at his leisure. 
Permission was granted, and about twenty 
out of fifty or sixty of them were 
taken away. Gen. Raum had no doudt for- 
gotten to return them, and sothe ‘‘secreied 
decisions’’ were discovered and the con- 
clusion instantly reached that large sums of 
money had been paid out contrary to the in- 
structions contained therein. Gen. Bussey 
stated with earnestness that the alleged 
decisions were not decisions, nor were they 
ever copied and promulgated as such, as was 
well understood by Gen. Raum and the chief 
officials of the Pension Bureau. 


CHAPLAIN OF THE HOUSE.

PENNY-IN-THE-SLOT GAS METERS. 


An Ingenious Contrivance Now Much in 
Favor in Large English Cities. 

The penny-in-the-slot principle has been 
applied very successfully to gas meters in 
several large English cities. The Liverpool 
Gas Co. first began the experiment of putting 
these machines into artisans’ houses several 


yearsago. In 1890 100 meters were at work in 
Liverpool, and from that time until now 
the difficulty has been to construct 
the machines quickly enough to sup- 
ply the enormous demand. In 1891 the com- 
pany fixed 1,975 meters; in 1892, 4,038; anda 
now in Liverpool alone there are between 
8,000 and 9,000 automatic meters in use. Some 
idea of the popularity which they have at. 
tained may be gathered from the fact (men- 
tioned by the New York Frening Post) that 
the Liverpool Gas Co. receive on 
an average 100 applications a week 
for prepayment meters from persons who 
live in houses and cottages of 
small weekly rents. The fame ofthe new in- 
vention quickly spread to other large cen. 
ters, and at the present time rapidly in- 
creasing demand for them has arisen in 
London, Leeds, Bristol, Manchester, Birm. 
ingham, Blackburn, Bolton and other towns. 
In its latest form the meter has three dials 
marked !, s., and d.,“ and no sooner has 
a penny been dropped intothe slot than the 
hand of the pb!“ records it. When 
twelve pennies have been dropped in, the 
„D' dal stands at 0, while the hand or 
the ‘‘S’’ dial records that one shilling’s 
worth of pennies are in the drawer, and so 
on, until $100 worth of gas has been paid for. 
The hands can only move one way, so that 
the householder practically gets an undis- 
utable rece! pt for the pennies he puts into 
he slot and the total amount he has paid for 
his gas. An indicator shows how many feet 
of gas are ‘‘paid for but unconsumed.’’

It is horrid of me, perfectly odious and 
horrid, but I cannot help it. I have all my 
life been possessed by an utterly irresistible 
impulse to perceive the comic and ridiculous 
side of things, so that I cannot avoid making 
fun of what strikes me as at all ludicrous, 
although itis unkind to do so. Leven laugh 
at myself and my own misfortunes, cynically 
though perbaps dismally, if the absurd view 
of them happens to take my fancy. And 
therefore it is that I cannot help giving to 
this very short fragmentary and rather 
problematical sketch the nickname which I 
was lll-natured enough to bestow upon one 
who was my friend and who deserved better 
at my hands. 

lier name was Susan Ruthven, It was at 
school that I knew her and that our friend- 
ship began—a queer one-sided friendship at 
first, since in the beginning it consisted only 
of her enthustastic admiration for me and 
her devotion to me, both of which I only re- 
turned by a patronizing and condescending 


notice. Not tilllong afterwards did I come 
to value her unselfish affection; indeed I fear 
Inever valued itasit deserved. At school 
she was neither popular nor unpopular, be-

hat, while she was not clever, her dul- 
ness was of the most stolid and uninteresting 
kind.

anythinglexcept. indeed, remarkable for her 
plainness. Perhaps even that positive asser 
tion might not have been made concerning 
her had I not accentuated it by discovering 
the likeness that caused me to give her the 
detestable nickname which has stuck to her 
ever since. 

Her appearance, which suggested it, was 
indeed most unlovely. She was short, and 
though thin and wasted by suffering—for 
she was a martyr to neuralgia—she was 
neither siight nor graceful, but big-boned, 
ungainly, angularand hard.

They were, with 
the exception of Zimmerman, the leading 
riders of the year, and now that the English 
Riding Board has asked that Zimmerman be 
expelled from the International Cycling As- 
sociation for professionalism it is more than 
likely that he, too, will join the Cash Prize 
League. His accession will be a great boon 
to them. 

THE CYCLING CLUB’S HARD LUCK.

The glories of the French Market in New 


Orleans have been told for two generations.
